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ANNUAL 


REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Board-  of  Trade. 

Gentlemen. — In  presenting  this  annual  report.  I 
desire  to  depart  somewhat  from  custom  and  lay  espe- 
cial stress  upon  the  possibilities  of  the  future,  rather 
than  the  achievements  of  the  past,  though  for  the  sake 
of  having  them  properly  recorded  these  are  also  to  be 
mentioned. 

With  the  new  name  of  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
under  which  we  are  henceforth  to  serve,  accompanied 
by  a 'broadened  scope  of  action  and  an  awakened  sense 
of  duty  and  loyalty  to  this  organization,  and  through 
it,  the  city  and  community,  we  have  great  possibilities 
of  advancement,  and  I  hope  that  these  will  be  realized 
to  the  fullest  extent. 

WILKES-BARRE'S  "METROPOLITAN  DISTRICT." 

The  recently  published  ruling  of  the  Census  Bureau, 
with  relation  to  the  publication  of  figures,  showing  the 
metropolitan  districts  of  various  cities,  should  not 
serve  as  a  discouragement  to  us,  but  rather  as  a  prod 
to  be  up  and  doing  and  be  ready  for  the  next  census 
and  for  the  supplementary  reports  to  be  issued  during 
the  intervening  years.  We  have  no  one  to  blame  but 
ourselves,  speaking  broadly  of  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity, that  we  are  not  to  receive  the  benefits  accruing 
to  those  districts  which  will  come  within  the  scope  of 
the  special  reports  to  be  issued  by  the  Census  Bureau. 
The  people  of  the  surrounding  towns  lose  by  this  fail- 
ure to  consolidate  as  much  as  does  the  city  itself,  for 
they  lose  the  opportunity  of  being  placed  "on  the  map" 
and  with  it  the  probabilities  of  direct  returns  in  indus- 
trial advancement.  As  the  Record's  editorial  states, 
"There's  no  use  bemoaning  the  fact  that  the  census 
bureau  of  the  federal  government  has  decided  that  a 
'metropolitan  district'  cannot  be  created  out  of 
Wilkes-Barre  and  vicinity — Wilkes-Barre  will  not  be 
the  only  sufferer.  All  of  the  outlying  communities 
that  would  have  benefited  by  a  'metropolitan'  rating  in 
the  census  reports  will  feel  the  effects  if  industries  are 
attracted  to  our  sister  city  and  if  that  area  experiences 
a  more  rapid  growth,  the  business  men,  the  profes- 
sional men,  the  working  men,  the  property  owners  of 
this  vicinity  will  realize  the  loss  of  opportunity.  If  the 
people  of  the  suburbs  can  be  made  to  realize  what  it  all 
means  in  community  growth,  industrially  and  every 
other  way,  they  will  do  what  they  should  have  done 
ten  years  ago, — consolidate." 


GET  BUSY  ON  ANNEXATION. 

It  is  distinctly  up  to  this  Board  of  Trade  to  get  busy 
on  the  annexation  proposition.  During  the  last  de- 
cade the  city  was  able  to  show  a  growth  of  29.7  per 
cent.,  a  creditable  showing  for  a  city  of  its  age,  but  the 
fact  remains  that  the  rate  of  growth  for  the  area  of 
which  the  city  is  the  centre  was  greater  than  that  of 
the  city  itself  by  about  10  per  cent,  and  that  the  rate 
of  increase  for  the  whole  district  was  35.3  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  the  city's  rate  of  29.7  per  cent.  This 
fact  is  not  detrimental  to  the  city,  except  as  it  shows 
that  the  city  has  been  lax  in  not  spreading  out  its 
boundaries  so  as  to  obtain  credit  for  the  growth  of  this 
suburban  territory,  which  growth  is  really  due  to  the 
existence  of  the  city  itself. 

There  is  but  one  reason  why  the  growth  outside  the 
city  is  greater  than  that  within  the  city  limits  and  that 
is  that  there  is  no  longer  room  within  the  city's  re- 
stricted area  for  the  building  of  such  additional  homes 
as  are  necessary.  This  condition  creates  a  fact  which 
must  be  faced  in  connection  with  the  taking  of  the  next 
census.  Because  of  the  already  overcrowded  condition 
of  the  city  itself,  it  will  be  impossible  for  it  in  its  pres- 
ent area  to  grow  at  the  same  rate  as  was  enjoyed  dur- 
ing the  last  decade.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the 
city  will  be  able  to  show  within  its  present  limits  a 
growth  of  more  than  ten  per  cent,  during  the  next  de- 
cade. Once  let  it  be  published  in  the  census  reports 
that  the  city  is  growing  at  the  rate  of  only  10  per  cent, 
in  ten  years,  and  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  con- 
vince any  outside  investor  that  this  is  a  worthy  place 
for  the  investment  of  capital.  This  is  a  condition 
which  must  be  faced  and  the  only  solution  is  to  go 
after  and  annex  the  suburban  territory  which  is  en- 
joying the  growth  that  is  crowded  from  the  city  and 
thus  get  the  benefit  of  this  growth  to  which  the  city 
contributes.  This  is  the  city's  big  problem,  and  not 
only  that  of  the  city  but  of  the  entire  community  as 
well,  for  that  which  retards  the  development  of  the 
city  also  retards  the  development  of  the  community  of 
which  it  is  the  centre. 

It  ought  to  be  then  one  of  the  fixed  purposes  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  at  once  make  an  effort  to  secure 
the  annexation  of  the  boroughs  lying  contiguous  to 
the  city,  with  the  idea  of  ultimately  bringing  into  the 
city  the  territory  shown  on  the  Board  of  Trade's  map 
of  Actual  Greater  Wilkes-Barre,  showing  a  popula- 
tion of  150,000  or  more  within  an  area  of  about  twenty- 
three  square  miles. 
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PUBLISH  OUR  OWN  MAP. 

Since  the  census  bureau  has  declined  to  publish  a 
statement  showing  our  "metropolitan  area",  why  not 
publish  such  a  map  and  statistics  ourselves?  1  Sacked 
up  by  the  proper  publicity  we  could  overcome  even  the 
influence  of  these  special  census  reports. 

GREATER  FIELD  OF  OPERATION. 

With  the  broadening  of  the  scope  of  the  activities  of 
this  organization  there  has  come  an  opportunity  for  it 
to  be  an  influence  actively  felt  for  good  in  the  city  gov- 
ernment and  its  affairs,  not  as  a  meddling  body,  but  as 
a  body  of  representative  business  men  determined  to 
keep  in  touch  with  city  affairs  and  to  exercise  a  super- 
visorv  influence  over  them  through  a  central  organized 
agency.  There  is  also  a  broad  field  along  the  line  of 
education  and  social  welfare,  but  the  organization 
should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  its  primary  object 
is  the  industrial  and  commercial  development  of  the 
community  and  that  its  real  value  in  the  popular  esti- 
mate is  based  upon  the  number  of  smokestacks  it  brings 
to  the  community.  Whether  this  should  be  so  is  a 
question,  but  that  it  is  so  there  can  be  but  little  doubt. 

DEFINITE  POLICY  FOR  MANUFACTURES. 

In  order  to  succeed  in  this  line  of  effort  your  Com- 
mittee on  Manufactures  has  for  some  time  past  felt 
the  need  of  a  definite  policy  to  be  pursued  with  relation 
to  such  industries  as  may  be  desirous  of  locating  here 
or  may  be  induced  to  locate  here.  The  committee  has 
come  to  feel  also  that  in  connection  with  this  definite 
policy  there  ought  to  be  an  established  fund  on  which 
to  draw,  as  under  present  conditions  it  is  necessarv  to 
carry  on  an  individual  campaign  in  connection  with 
each  individual  proposition.  This  situation  has  led  to 
the  study  of  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  an 
industrial  guarantee  or  development  fund,  concerning 
which  you  will  hear  more  in  the  presentation  of  a  spe- 
cial report  by  the  Manufactures  Committee,  and  an 
address  which  is  to  be  delivered  by  Mr.  P.  H.  Burnett. 
Wilkes-Barre  ought  to  be  able  to  raise  a  fund  of  this 
character  amounting  to  at  least  $500,000,  and  there  is 
before  your  Committee  on  Manufactures  now  a  propo- 
sition which  on  superficial  investigation  looks  good, 
which  could  be  handled  through  the  medium  of  such  a 
development  fund  and  which  now  employs  in  the 
neighborhood  of  150  men  and  has  an  annual  payroll  of 
approximately  $150,000. 

NEW  HEADQUARTERS  ESSENTIAL. 

The  new  headquarters  for  the  organization,  either  in 
a  Chamber  of  Commerce  building  or  in  some  building 
suited  to  its  purposes,  is  another  proposition  that  is 


now  before  the  organization  and  is  worthy  of  strenu- 
ous effort  for  accomplishment.  A  committee  appointed 
by  the  acting  President  has  this  matter  under  advise- 
ment and  hopes  to  be  able  to  work  out  something  that 
will  be  feasible.  In  connection  with  the  project  there 
should  be  an  increased  membership.  Indeed,  the  latter 
is  essential  before  the  building  project  can  be  under- 
taken for  a  definite  guaranteed  income  must  be  as- 
sured. An  increased  membership  is  required  in  Order 
that  the  organization  may  have  back  of  it  the  power 
and  influence  of  numbers  in  asking  for  and  securing 
desired  legislation  and  improvements,  and  also  because 
of  the  constantly  increasing  demand  upon  the  treasury, 
due  to  the  widened  range  of  activities.  A  paid-up 
membership  of  500  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  new  building  idea  and  would  be  a  big  help 
in  giving  the  organization  power  and  prestige.  In  con- 
nection with  the  new  building,  it  is  the  desire  to  pro- 
vide for  the  members  at  some  central  point  a  natural 
and  pleasant  rendezvous,  together  with  such  club  fea- 
tures as  are  possible  and  will  make  the  headquarters 
both  attractive  and  useful  to  every  member. 

There  is  quite  a  demand  among  individuals  to  be 
permitted  to  come  into  the  Board  of  Trade  or  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  as  members  at  a  lesser  fee  than  is 
now  charged  for  individual  membership.  There  are 
certain  definite  and  fixed  charges  which  must  be  met 
each  year  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  with  them  there  is  a  carrying  charge  for  each 
member.  If  the  membership  fee  is  reduced  the  margin 
above  the  carrying  charge  is  reduced  by  just  that 
amount  and  a  largely  increased  membership  will  be 
necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  fixed  charges.  If  the 
organization  takes  up  headquarters  in  a  building  of  its 
own  or  one  leased  for  the  purpose,  the  rent  of  these 
quarters  will  have  to  be  added  to  the  present  fixed 
charges.  Again,  if  these  quarters  are  obtained,  it  is 
the  thought  of  your  officers  that  some  social  or  club 
features  should  be  combined  with  them.  With  these 
extra  privileges  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  to  reduce 
the  membership  dues,  which  are  now  at  the  standard 
figure  adopted  by  a  large  number  of  similar  organiza- 
tions which  have  no  club  features. 

A  MERGER  OF  ORGANIZATIONS. 

In  connection  with  the  new  building  idea  there  ought 
also  to  be  an  effort  for  the  consolidation  of  a  number 
of  the  local  organizations  which  are  working  along 
parallel  lines  but  under  separate  organizations.  The 
new  constitution  will  permit  this  and  the  idea  could  be 
carried  out  along  the  lines  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  Manufacturers'  Club  of  the  city  of  Buffalo. 
The  constitution  of  this  organization  was  kept  largely 
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in  mind  in  the  preparation  of  our  own  new  constitu- 
tion. In  that  city  such  organizations  as  the  retail  mer- 
chants, the  insurance  men,  the  wholesale  dealers,  the 
real  estate  men  and  others  engaged  in  similar  lines  of 
business  are  all  merged  in  the  larger  organization. 
Each  line  of  trade,  however,  has  its  own  separate  com- 
mittee with  a  president  and  secretary,  and  carries  on 
matters  pertaining  to  its  own  line  of  business  entirely 
separate  and  independent  from  the  main  organization. 
No  action  taken  by  these  committee  organizations  is 
binding  upon  the  main  organization  unless  concurred 
in  by  the  main  organization,  but  on  the  other  hand  the 
distinct  matters  coming  under  the  scope  of  these  com- 
mittees are  not  interfered  with  by  the  main  organiza- 
tion unless  they  are  at  variance  with  its  general  policy. 
These  committees  have  the  use  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  headquarters  and  meeting  rooms  and  are 
virtually  independent  organizations,  but  all  are  a  part 
of  the  one  large  organization  and  the  expenses  are  all 
merged  in  the  one  organization.  Such  a  combination 
of  forces  is  possible  here,  and  in  addition  to  effecting  a 
real  economy  in  operation  would  also  make  it  possible 
to  bring  about  united  action  of  all  lines  of  trade  with- 
out the  necessity  of  securing  separate  action  by  a  num- 
ber of  organizations. 

These  are  some  of  the  projects  of  particular  import- 
ance to  the  organization  itself  which  ought  to  be  taken 
up  and  handled  in  a  careful  way  for  the  benefit  of  the 
organization,  and,  through  it,  the  community. 

COMMISSION  GOVERNMENT. 

There  are  a  number  of  municipal  matters  of  import- 
ance in  which  the  organization  has  taken  an  active  in- 
terest during  the  past  year.  Perhaps  the  largest  thing 
of  this  character  which  was  undertaken  was  the  propo- 
sition to  secure  from  the  Legislature  a  commission 
government  bill  for  third  class  cities.  This  effort,  as 
you  know,  failed.  Scarcely  anyone,  however,  expected 
"that  the  measure  would  go  through  with  favorable 
action  at  this  session,  and  in  the  light  of  this  belief  the 
progress  which  the  bill  made  was  decidedly  encourag- 
ing. The  bill  was  not  at  any  time  in  the  form  in  which 
this  organization's  committee  on  commission  govern- 
ment would  like  to  have  seen  it  passed,  but  it  was  felt 
that  if  even  it  could  be  passed  as  a  starter,  with  the 
simplified  form  of  government  recognized,  it  would  be 
possible  later  to  so  amend  it  as  to  include  those  features 
which  are  so  prominent  in  similar  measures  in  other 
states  and  are  deemed  desirable.  The  fight  for  this 
measure  has  just  begun  and  the  organization  from  this 
city,  in  conjunction  with  those  from  Erie,  recognized 
as  being  the  leaders  in  the  fight,  should  at  once  start 
the  preparation  of  a  satisfactory  bill  for  presentation 


at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  together  will) 
such  a  campaign  of  education  as  will  ensure  its  pas- 
sage. This  bill  should  be  modeled  after  those  passed 
by  the  Legislatures  of  Iowa  and  Xew  Jersey. 

The  effort  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  so-called 
Greater  Pittsburg  bill  was  also  a  failure,  owing  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  bill  by  those  who  presented  it.  There 
was  a  great  deal  of  misinformation  and  mistaken  sen- 
timent concerning  this  bill,  and  the  opinion  locally  as 
to  its  merits  was  divided,  but  the  bill  in  the  last  analysis 
was  simply  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  greatest 
good  to  the  greatest  number  should  prevail.  Similar 
measures  are  in  effect  in  other  States,  and  the  measure 
will  ultimately,  no  doubt,  become  a  law  here.  Volun- 
tary annexation  is,  of  course,  preferable  to  forcible 
annexation,  but  if  Wilkes-Barre  waits  for  voluntary 
annexation  it  w  ill  be  a  long  time,  because  of  the  pecu- 
liar conditions  in  which  it  is  placed,  before  some  of  this 
adjacent  territory  is  annexed,  and  it  is  not  fair  to  the 
city  that  small  obstructive  minorities  should  be  per- 
mitted to  strangle  the  growth  of  the  city  to  which  these 
communities  owe  in  large  part  their  existence. 

MUNICIPAL  PROBLEMS. 

The  Solomon's  Creek,  grade  crossings  elimination, 
public  comfort  station,  and  South  street  bridge  matters 
are  being  well  handled,  with  prospects  of  success  in 
each  of  them.  These  are  great  undertakings  and  can- 
not be  accomplished  at  once  nor  sometimes  with  the 
speed  with  which  we  would  like  to  see  them  moved, 
but  the  groundwork  for  the  solution  of  each  of  these 
problems  is  being  carefully  laid  and  when  solved  and 
the  work  completed  they  will  have  been  well  done. 

CONTINUED  PROSPERITY. 

Prosperity  seems  to  be  the  regular  thing  for  Wilkes- 
Barre  anil  the  improvements  that  are  constantly  being 
made  are  indicative  of  the  faith  in  the  city's  future 
which  is  held  by  the  residents  of  the  city  and  those  win  i 
have  invested  their  money  here.  Building  this  year 
of  191 1  is  going  on  at  an  unprecedented  rate  and  the 
growth  in  this  line  which  the  city  has  enjoyed  during 
the  past  five  years  and  which  was  pictorially  and  sta- 
tistically shown  in  the  booklet  recently  distributed  by 
the  Board  of  Trade,  bids  fair  to  continue  with  un- 
abated strength.  Briefly  stated,  the  growth  during  the 
period  from  1905  to  1909,  inclusive,  was  just  about 
four  times  as  great  as  during  the  preceding  five  years. 
The  record  made  last  year  of  $2,052,180  in  value  of 
building  permits  was  considerably  over  the  average 
annual  valuation  for  the  five  years  preceding,  and 
promises  to  be  exceeded  this  year. 
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MARVELOUS  BUILDING  GROWTH. 


For  the  first  five  months  of  last  year  the  value  of 
new  buildings  erected  within  the  city  limits  was  as  fol- 
lows, compared  with  the  first  five  months  of  191 1  :

The  building  during  the  year  has  been  general  in 
character  and  an  encouraging  feature  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  value  of  brick  and  concrete  buildings 
erected  each  year  is  now  greater  than  the  value  of 
frame  buildings,  thus  reducing  the  probabilities  of  fire 
losses.

FACTORIES  ENLARGING. 

In  factory  growth  there  has  been  substantial  pro- 
gress during  the  year.  A  number  of  the  local  concerns, 
among  them  the  Sheldon  Axle  Co.,  the  Wilkes-Barre 
Lace  Manufacturing  Co.,  the  Vulcan  Iron  Works,  the 
Wyoming  Valley  Lace  Co.,  and  the  Adder  Machine 
Co.,  have  constructed  additions  or  made  improvements 
to  their  plants.  In  addition  to  these  the  new  brick 
yard  of  John  A.  Schmitt's  Sons  has  been  opened,  the 
new  plant  of  the  Diamond  City  Brick  Co.  is  in  full 
operation  and  has  met  with  such  success  that  a  fourth 
kiln  has  been  erected,  and  the  Wilkes-Barre  Co.,  the 
Wilkes-Barre  Railway  Co.,  and  Spring  Brook  Water 
Supply  Co.,  the  public  service  corporations,  have  made 
extensive  and  costly  improvements.  The  Carr  bakery 
and  the  Charles  Becker  ice  cream  factory  have  also 
started  operations  in  their  new  places  of  business  and 
the  Miles  Paint  Manufacturing  Co.,  started  during  the 
year,  has  met  with  a  large  measure  of  success.  It  is 
expected  that  within  the  next  few  months  new  build- 
ings will  be  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Penn  Tobacco 
Co.  and  the  Adder  Machine  Co.

BANK  CLEARINGS  SHOW  GAIN. 

Bank  clearings*  also  show  the  steady  growth  of  busi- 
ness, having  increased  from  $51,897,937.69  in  1905,  to 
$66,314,784.50  in  1909.  while  last  year  the  total  was 
$71,209,767.04,  an  increase  of  nearly  $5,000,000  for 
the  year.  For  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  as 
compared  with  the  same  period  last  year,  there  is  also 
shown  a  grain,  as  follows:

During  the  year  the  Heights  Deposit  Bank,  a  new 
institution,  commenced  business  and  there  are  now 
twelve  banks  within  the  city  limits  and  a  new  bank  for 
the  southern  section  of  the  city,  to  be  known  as  the 
Hanover  Bank,  has  reached  the  stage  where  the  neces- 
sary capital  of  $50,000  has  been  raised,  the  directors 
chosen,  application  has  been  made  for  a  charter  and  a 
site  is  about  to  be  secured.  The  condition  of  the  twelve 
city  banks  in  April,  191 1,  is  shown  in  the  following 
table,  prepared  by  J.  Lucas  Williams,  cashier  of  the 
South  Side  Bank,  for  the  April  issue  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  Journal.

SUBURBAN  BANKS. 

There  are  sixteen  banks  in  Wilkes-Barre's  suburban 
territory,  including  the  Dallas  bank,  an  increase  of  one 
since  last  year.  The  fifteen  banks  had  last  year  at  this 
time  capital  of  $1,425,000,  surplus  and  undivided 
profits  of  $1,984,016.43,  and  deposits  of  $12,570,329.20. 
This  year  the  banks  in  the  same  territory  have  a  com- 
bined capital  of  $1,525,000,  an  increase  of  $100,000; 
surplus  and  undivided  profits  of  $2,153,089,  an  in- 
crease of  $169,073,  and  deposits  of  $13,351,408,  an 
increase  of  $781,079.  This  shows  total  deposits  of 
$35,903,913  for  the  territory  of  which  Wilkes-Barre  is 
the  immediate  centre,  while  the  total  deposits  for  the 
county,  inclusive  of  the  banks  at  White  Haven, 
Freeland,  Hazleton  and  Shickshinnny,  amount  to 
$45-459-935- 

DESIRABLE  PUBLICITY. 

Wilkes-Barre  has  been  receiving  a  lot  of  publicity  of 
the  right  sort  during  the  year  and  the  concerted  effort 
to  make  Wilkes-Barre  known  for  what  it  really  is  is 
meeting  with  success.  The  hill  climb,  the  water  sports 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  enjoyed  by  thou- 
sands, the  successful  ball  team  under  the  direction  of 
Messrs.  Clymer  and  Turkes,  and  the  aviation  meet, 
just  concluded,  have  all  combined  to  give  Wilkes-Barre 
an  excellent  reputation  as  a  town  which  supports  and 
maintains  clean  and  honorable  sports. 

Several  large  conventions  have  also  been  held  during 
the  year  and  have  given  beneficial  publicity  to  the  city. 

TWO  NEW  PUBLICATIONS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  issued  two  special  publica- 
tions during  the  year,  one  an  issue  of  10,000  copies  of 
a  small  folder  designed  for  free  distribution  among 
convention  delegates  and  the  other  a  more  pretentious 
publication,  off  the  press  in  April,  showing  the  growth 
of  the  city  during  the  past  five  years.  Three  thousand 
copies  of  this  brochure  were  printed  and  one  thousand 
have  already  been  distributed.  The  publication  of 
these  booklets,  without  calling  upon  the  local  business 
men  for  support  in  the  form  of  advertising,  has  made 
severe  inroads  upon  the  treasury,  but  it  is  the  belief  of 
the  Secretary  that  they  are  more  dignified  and  effective 
without  the  advertising  features  and  good  results  are 
confidently  expected. .  The  small  booklet  has  been  dis- 
tributed to  date  as  follows  :

Another  form  of  publicity  was  the  Board  of  Trade 
booth  maintained  at  the  county  fair  through  the  cour- 
tesy of  the  Luzerne  County  Fair  Association  in  provid- 
ing space  free,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Park 
Commission,  who  provided  attendants.  Several  thou- 
sand booklets  were  distributed,  as  noted  above,  to- 
gether with  several  thousand  blotters  and  much  other 
Board  of  Trade  literature.  Attractive  placards  setting 
forth  the  advantages  of  Wilkes-Barre  and  Luzerne 
county  were  displayed  and  the  exhibit,  as  a  whole,  at- 
tracted much  comment. 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  JOURNAL. 

The  quarterly  issues  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal 
have  exceeded  in  quality  and  circulation  and  size  the 
high  mark  set  in  former  issues  and  the  last  number, 
containing  in  fac  simile  the  recently  published  Board 
of  Trade  booklet,  has  supplemented  the  brochure  issue 
of  3,000  copies  by  the  Journal  issue  of  1,500  copies. 
C.  K.  Gloman,  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  Journal,  is 
producing  a  publication  of  which  the  Board'  of  Trade 
and  city  may  well  feel  proud  and  its  distribution  is,  no 
doubt,  productive  of  much  good.  The  various  issues 
of  the  year  were  as  follows :

SPECIAL  MAGAZINE  ARTICLE. 

At  the  request  of  the  editor  of  The  American  City, 
a  monthly  magazine  published  in  New  York  city  and 
devoted  to  the  development  of  the  civic  improvement 
idea,  your  Secretary  prepared  an  article  which  was 
made  the  leader  in  the  issue  of  September,  1910.  The 
article  was  entitled  "What  Wilkes-Barre  Has  Accom- 
plished", and  was  illustrated  with  views  of  the  park 
and  river  common  improvements,  while  on  the  cover 
page  was  shown  the  seal  of  the  city.    This  magazine 
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has  a  country-wide  circulation  and  inquiries  were  re- 
ceived in  response  to  the  publication  from  all  parts  of 
the  country.  The  following  editorial  from  the  Erie 
Dispatch  is'  typical  of  the  general  comment: 

"The  last  number  of  The  American  City  is  rich,  both 
in  the  record  of  things  accomplished  and  in  the  story 
of  splendid  endeavor  all  over  the  country.  *  *  * 
There  is  much  in  the  article  of  more  than  passing 
interest  to  us  in  Erie.  It  shows  us  what  can  be  done 
in  a  city  of  our  size  if  it  is  once  wide  awake.  The  evi- 
dences of  Wilkes-Barre's  progress  are  ready  to  hand. 
It  has  been  accomplished  and  the  city  is  still  going 
ahead  because  of  the  splendid  civic  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion. There  is  no  continual  crying  out  aloud  for  lack 
of  funds.  Where  the  city  could  not  appropriate  enough 
there  were  liberal  individuals  and  even  industrial  cor- 
porations to  supply  the  want." 

The  editor  of  The  American  City  himself  said  in  the 
same  issue  in  which  the  Wilkes-Barre  story  was  pub- 
lished : 

"There  are  parts  of  the  article  on  Wilkes-Barre  that 
read  like  the  record  of  an  epidemic.  The  first  serious 
case  of  'donation'  occurred  April  27  ;  a  few  days  later 
another  citizen  became  infected;  on  July  15  and  18 
there  were  two  more  cases,  one  of  them  directly  trace- 
able to  the  first  case,  as  was  also  a  later  case  in  the 
same  year.  In  the  following  year  the  largest  donor 
had  a  relapse,  and  then  the  epidemic  spread  to  coal 
companies  and  manufacturers,  and  no  one  would  dare 
to  predict  the  end.  Fine,  isn't  it?  But  how  did  the 
first  victim  of  civic  'donation'  become  infected?  Prob- 
ably by  seeing  or  reading  of  a  playground  in  some  other 
city.  And  many  a  man  will  become  infected  by  spend- 
ing a  few  days  in  Wilkes-Barre  or  reading  about  what 
its  citizens  have  done.  The  American  City  is  proud  to 
be  the  spreader  of  this  sort  of  contagion,  and  we  shall 
be  disappointed  if  a  million  dollars  worth  of  land  is 
not  presented  to  other  cities  as  a  result  of  reading  of 
the  civic  generosity  of  these  citizens  of  Wilkes-Barre." 

NOVEL  ADVERTISING  PLAN. 

One  of  the  best  advertising  features  of  the  year, 
however,  was  the  result  of  the  resolution  introduced 
into  the  City  Councils  by  Edwin  B.  Morgan,  calling 
upon  the  City  Clerk  to  attempt  to  have  the  city's  name 
copyrighted.  This  novel  effort  provoked  all  kinds  of 
comment  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  ranging  from 
grave  to  gay  and  the  sublime  to  the  ridicule  ins,  but  the 
Williamspo'rt  Gazette  and  Bulletin  sized  up  the  situa- 
tion pretty  accurately  in  its  editorial,  which  was  as  fol- 
lows :  u 

POSITIVELY  GREAT. 

"It  is  getting  to  be  quite  the  thing  to  poke  fun  at 
Wilkes-Barre  for  wanting  to  copyright  its  name,  but 


we  suspect  that  some  shrewd  person  or  other  is  chuck- 
ling in  his  sleeve  over  the  success  of  this  scheme  to  get 
the  city  prominently  into  the  public  eye.  As  an  ad- 
vertising snap  it  is  great — positively  great.  Wilkes- 
Barre  has  become  known  from  one  end  of  the  country 
to  the  other.  Thousands  of  people  who  never  heard  of 
the  town  are  in  a  manner  acquainted  with  it,  and 
altogether  they  have  found  that  it  is  a  pretty  good  com- 
munity. Also  that  it  is  the  home  of  the  liveliest  adver- 
tising agent  we  have  heard  of  in  some  time." 

Colonel  Roosevelt's  trip  to  the  anthracite  region, 
with  Wilkes-Barre  as  the  central  point  on  his  trip,  also 
added  several  hundred  columns  of  newspaper  notices 
to  the  general  line  of  publicity  given  the  city. 

MONTHLY  BULLETIN. 

During  the  year,  also,  the  Secretary  started  the  pub- 
lication of  a  monthly  Bulletin,  in  which  is  given  the 
meeting  notices  and  information  as  to  the  activities  of 
Board  of  Trade  committees  and  members  during  the 
month.  The  distribution  of  this  publication  is  con- 
fined to  Board  of  Trade  members  and  commercial  or- 
ganizations and  serves  to  keep  members  in  touch  with 
the  organization  even  though  they  cannot  attend  meet- 
ings or  neglect  to  do  so. 

At  the  present  time  the  Board  of  Trade  has  on  ex- 
hibition at  the  First  Municipal  City  Planning  Exhibi- 
tion in  America,  held  at  the  City  Hall,  Philadelphia,  its 
map  of  the  present  and  proposed  park  area  of  the  city 
and  vicinity.  This  exhibit  is  not  a  pretentious  one,  of 
course,  but  still  serves  to  show  that  Wilkes-Barre  is 
"alive,  awake  and  actively  astir". 

The  city  has  been  made  the  subject  of  several  write- 
ups  by  various  fraternal  organization  papers,  by  rea- 
son oi"  their  conventions  in  this  city  and  the  Board  of 
Trade  has  usually  furnished  cuts  and  sometimes  the 
subject  matter  for  these  articles. 

Through  the  energetic  action  of  the  Civic  Club, 
aided  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  Councils,  under 
the  able  direction  of  Edwin  B.  Morgan,  a  successful 
clean-up  week  campaign  was  conducted  this  year  and 
the  novel  feature  afforded  by  the  collection  of  50,000 
tin  cans  at  Brookside  by  the  children  of  that  locality, 
was  made  the  subject  of  a  full  page  cut  with  comment 
in  the  issue  of  Collier's  Weekly  of  the  date  of  May  13. 

PRAISE  FROM  ABROAD. 

A  copy  of  the  new  Board  of  Trade  publication  was 
sent  to  Richard  B.  Watrous,  secretary  of  the  American 
Civic  Association,  and  the  following  letter  of  acknow- 
ledgement was  received,  showing  that  Wilkes-Barre's 
activities  along  the  line  of  civic  improvement  are  being 
recognized : 
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"I  am  in  receipt  of  your  beautiful  publication  en- 
titled "Wilkes-Barre,  the  Diamond  City",  and  hasten 
to  congratulate  you  upon  the  beauty  of  the  booklet  and 
the  excellence  of  its  contents.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  generous  distribution  of  such  a  booklet  will  awaken 
favorable  attention  to  Wilkes-Barre.  In  our  lectures, 
given  before  many  communities,  we  always  take  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  in  showing  pictures  of  some  of 
the  notable  work  that  has  been  done  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Wilkes-Barre  water  fronts.

CONVENTIONS  COMING. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  last  year  resolutions  were 
adopted  calling  upon  the  Secretary  and  Convention 
Committee  to  endeavor  to  have  the  State  conventions 
of  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  and  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  brought  to  this  city.  The  movement  to 
capture  the  191 2  convention  of  the  Christian  Endeavor 
Society  was  successful,  and  although  the  committee 
failed  to  secure  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  for 
H)ii,  such  a  hard  right  was  put  up  that  it  is  expected 
that  the  convention  will  come  to  Glen  Summit  Springs 
in  1 9 1  - ■  The  State  convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
America  was  held  here  during  the  year  and  with  such 
evident  enjoyment  that  the  national  convention  is  to  be 
held  here  in  19 12.  With  these  for  a  start  Wilkes- 
Barre  ought  to  go  out  after  more  and  make  1912  a 
banner  convention  year.  The  Christian  Endeavor  con- 
vention will  probably  be  the  largest  ever  entertained  in 
this  city. 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  LIBRARY. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Library  is  being  constantly 
extended  in  scope,  through  the  courtesy  of  R.  L.  Polk 
&  Co.,  the  directory  publishers,  and  now  contains  direc- 
tories of  more  than  200  cities  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
States.  The  company  has  also  offered  to  publish  in 
its  Wilkes-Barre  directory  this  year  a  statement  to  be 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  showing  the  real  size  of 
this  community,  including  its  suburban  territory.  This 
directory  will  be  placed  in  the  directory  libraries  of 
other  cities  and  through  it  the  city  will  be  able  to  ob- 
tain some  publicity  on  its  "metropolitan  district." 

LARGER  MEMBERSHIP  NEEDED. 

The  membership  of  the  organization  is  not  what  it 
should  be,  considering  what  a  number  of  other  cities  of 
about  the  same  size  enjoy,  nor  is  it  what  it  must  be  if 
the  organization  is  to  become  the  power  in  the  com- 
munity it  might  be.  There  has  been  loyal  support  of 
the  organization,  however,  and  an  increased  respect 


for  it  is  developing  as  it  interests  itself  in  public  affairs. 
Quite  a  number  of  members  have  been  added  during 
the  year,  so  that  there  has  been  no  net  loss  during  the 
year  in  spite  of  resignations  and  deaths  and  those  who 
have  been  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  various  reasons.

MUNICIPAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Hoard  of  Trade  has  taken  considerable  active 
interest  in  municipal  affairs  during  the  year  and  has 
recently  succeeded  in  inducing  the  City  Councils  to 
agree  to  hire  an  expert  sanitary  engineer  to  prepare 
plans  for  the  removal  of  Solomon's  Creek.  This  Solo- 
mon's Creek  matter  has  been  before  the  Board  of 
Trade  for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  problem  is  now  about  to  be  solved  along  the  right 
lines. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Improvements 
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Committee  it  was  decided  to  appear  before  Councils, 
urging  that  arrangements  be  made  for  a  bond  issue  in 
sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  city's  share  of  the  pro- 
posed South  street  bridge  and  of  the  Solomon's  Creek 
improvement,  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  new 
surface  drainage  sewer  from  the  railroad  tracks  to  the 
East  end,  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  com- 
fort station  and  the  repaying  of  Hazle  street  from 
Parrish  to  the  city  line,  and  of  Carey  avenue  from 
Hanover  to  the  city  line. 

The  Board  also  interested  itself  in  the  elimination  of 
street  beggars  and  the  taxing  of  itinerant  street  ven- 
dors. 

MEETINGS  AND  SPEAKERS. 

Nine  meetings  of  the  organization,  including  this 
one,  have  been  held  during  the  year,  one  consisting  of 
a  smoker  and  luncheon  at  the  Sterling.  There  has 
been  a  growing  interest  and  attendance  at  these  meet- 
ings, a  number  of  them  having  been  made  especially 
interesting  by  the  delivery  of  lectures  on  special  topics. 
At  the  smoker  and  luncheon  on  October  19,  the  speak- 
ers were  Charles  F.  Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A. ;  C.  F.  Hess,  "President  of  the  Dime  Deposit 
Bank;  William  Miles,  proprietor  of  the  Miles  Paint 
Manufacturing  Co. ;  Messrs.  Fred  Fowler  and  C.  S. 
Hook,  of  Toronto,  and  Andrew  Hourigan,  who  acted 
as  chairman  of  the  social  session. 

At  the  meeting  on  November  28,  Mr.  John  D.  Long, 
representing  the  National  Association  of  Manufactur- 
ers, gave  an  address  on  "The  Development  of  Foreign 
Trade"  and  the  following  evening  Mr.  James  L.  Ewell. 
of  the  same  organization,  delivered  a  lecture  on  "The 
Merchant  Marine"  under  Board  of  Trade  auspices. 

At  the  meeting  on  January  3.  Mr.  Robert  T.  Lozier. 
President  of  the  New  York  Electrical  Society,  gave  an 
illustrated  address  on  "Coal  Tar  and  Its  By-Products. " 

On  January  30,  following  the  meeting  in  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  lecture  room,  a  lecture  was  given  in  the  Y.  M.  I  . 
A.  auditorium  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Wyndham,  of  New  York 
City,  formerly  of  the  Panama  Canal  Engineering 
Board,  on  "The  Panama  Canal".  This  lecture  was 
well  illustrated  and  proved  decidedly  enjoyable  and 
profitable  to  the  audience  of  a  thousand  or  more.  It 
was  given  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

At  the  meeting  on  March  28,  'Sir.  Frederick  L.  Ford, 
City  Engineer  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  gave  an  illustrated 
address  on  "Civic  Art  and  the  Development  of  Munici- 
pal Improvements  in  European  Cities".  His  lecture 
was  given  with  special  reference  to  the  public  comfort 
station  idea  and  was  attended  by  members  of  the  City 
Council,  Park  Commission,  and  Civic  Club,  in  addition 
to  Board  of  Trade  members. 


At  the  meeting  to-night  the  principal  speaker  is  to 
be  Mr.  P.  H.  Burnett,  Industrial  Commissioner  of  the 
Lehigh  Yalley  Railroad,  who  will  give  an  explanation 
as  to  the  working  of  the  Development  Fund  idea  in 
various  cities  along  the  line  of  the  Lehigh  Yalley. 

A  SUCCESSFUL  BANQUET. 

The  Board  of  Trade  banquet,  held  on  April  25.  was 
the  most  successful  in  point  of  attendance  of  any  ever 
held  by  the  local  organization,  there  being  570  men 
present,  while  the  speeches  were  of  a  practical  char- 
acter and  resulted  in  stirring  up  enthusiasm  along 
definite  lines.  The  banquet  committee  has  received  the 
special  thanks  of  the  organization  for  its  labors. 

COMMITTEE  ACTIVITIES. 

In  July,  1910,  water  sports  were  conducted  on  the 
river  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the 
personal  direction  of  W.  A.  Rogers.  Physical  Director 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  This  event  was  a  most  successful 
one  and  several  thousand  people  lined  the  banks  on  a 
hot  afternoon  witnessing  the  races  and  contests  of 
various  kinds.  This  event  ought  to  be  made  an  annual 
affair. 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Taxation  has 
been  hammering  away  during  the  year  on  the  insur- 
ance rate  question  and  within  the  month  has  succeeded 
in  having  the  engineers  of  the  Underwriters'  Associa- 
tion make  a  re-survey  of  local  conditions  with  the  idea 
of  securing  a  reduction  in  the  penalties  imposed. 

The  Secretary  during  the  year  attended  the  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Association  of  Commercial  Ex- 
ecutives, held  at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  as  a  delegate 
from  this  body,  and  also  made  several  inspection  trips 
by  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  also.  Acting  President  Bridgman.  the  Sec- 
retarv,  and  S.  J.  Straus  served  as  a  committee  to  at- 
tend the  hearing  on  the  Greater  Pittsburg  Bill  before 
the  Judiciary  Special  Committee  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, at  Harrisburg,  urging  the  passage  of  the 
measure.  As  previously  stated,  the  bill  was  withdrawn 
by  its  authors. 

The  Committee  on  Manufactures  has  also  consid- 
ered a  number  of  matters  during 'the  year  and  gave  its 
recommendation  to  one  concern  which  had  been  care- 
fullv  investigated,  but  this  concern  declined  later  to 
enter  upon  a  campaign  for  subscriptions  locally  and 
was  not  located  here.  Two  propositions  are  now  pend- 
ing before  the  committee,  one  of  which  could  be 
handled  through  the  formation  of  a  Development  Fund 
and  the  other  a  local  concern  seeking  to  become  incor- 
porated. 

The  Transportation  Committee  during  the  year  sue- 
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ceeded  in  having  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  put  on  a 
chair  car  service  between  Wilkes-Barre  and  Harris- 
burg  and  also  has  up  for  action  the  question  of  secur- 
ing a  suitable  site  for  the  proposed  Government  Mine 
Rescue  Station.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  is  to  dis- 
continue the  chair  car  service  established,  because  of 
lack  of  sufficient  patronage.  Offers  of  several  sites  for 
the  Mine  Rescue  Station  have  been  secured  but  none 
have  yet  been  accepted  and  the  Bureau  of  Mines  has 
promised  not  to  take  any  definite  steps  as  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  station  elsewhere  until  this  organization  has 
first  been  notified.  The  committee  also  succeeded  in 
inducing  the  Wilkes-Barre  &  Hazleton  Railway  Co.  to 
erect  a  shelter  station  at  Ashley — this  in  response  to  a 
resolution  introduced  by  J.  K.  P.  Fenner,  of  Ashley. 

The  work  of  the  Publication  Committee  has  been 
treated  under  the  head  of  "Publicity,"  the  two  bro- 
chures published  during  the  year  having  been  issued 
under  the  direction  of  this  committee. 

NEW   CONSTITUTION,   BY-LAWS   AND  NAME. 

One  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  was  the 
drafting  of  a  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  broaden- 
ing the  scope  of  work  of  the  organization,  and  carry- 
ing with  them  incidentally  a  change  in  name  from 
Board  of  Trade  to  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Applica- 
tion has  already  been  made  for  an  amendment  to  the 
charter  which  will  permit  this  change  of  name  and  also 
the  method  of  government.  The  court  has  granted  the 
application  and  under  the  new  charter  the  method  of 
electing  officers  and  the  form  of  government  are  radi- 
cally changed  and  improved  upon,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  committee.  This  matter  has  been  so  recently  ap- 
proved by  action  of  the  full  Board  that  extended  refer- 
ence to  it  is  not  required.

Prepared  section  maps  for  Automobile  Club  of  Phil- 
adelphia, as  a  result  of  which  several  routes  to  this 
city  from  Philadelphia  and  on  to  northern  points  are 
described  and  published  in  the  Year  Book  of  that  club.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


WILKES-BARRE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE, 

As  Adopted  at  the  Meeting  on  May  1,  1911. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  "Wilkes-Barre 
Chamber  of  Commerce",  and  shall  be  composed  of  in- 
dividuals interested  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the  city 
of  Wilkes-Barre  and  its  environs. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

To  inculcate  just  and  equitable  principles  in  trade,  to 
establish  and  maintain  uniformity  in  commercial  usages, 
to  acquire,  preserve  and  disseminate  valuable  informa- 
tion, to  educate  and  stimulate  public  sentiment  and  en- 
courage action  on  matters  affecting  the  general  welfare, 
and  to  adjust  controversies  and  misunderstandings  in 
business  between  members  of  the  Chamber. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS   AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  i.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Chamber,  preserve  order, 
enforce  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Rules  of  Order. 
He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Chamber.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote 
except  on  election  of  officers,  on  balloting  for  members, 
and  when  the  Chamber  is  equally  divided  on  other  ques- 
tions, when  he  shall  have  the  casting  vote.  He  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  funds  required  for 
the  payment  of  bills,  when  approved  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  At  the  next  regular  meeting  after  the  an- 
nual election,  he  shall  appoint  the  standing  committees 
for  the  year.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
pertain  to  his  office. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  either  of  the  Vice 
Presidents,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  to  discharge 
the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  President. 


Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  accurate  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Chamber  and  he  shall  issue  notices  of  all 
such  meetings  to  each  member.  He  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  members  of  the  Chamber,  showing  the  date  of 
proposal,  election  and  completion  of  membership  and 
termination  of  the  same,  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose.  He  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Chamber 
and  pay  the  same  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his 
receipt  for  the  same.  He  shall  submit,  whenever  re- 
quested by  the  President  or  Chamber,  a  written  report 
of  the  matters  appertaining  to  his  office,  a  list  of  all 
members  of  the  Chamber  in  good  standing,  together 
with  a  statement  of  his  accounts.  He  shall  give  bonds, 
with  surety,  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  the  same  to  be 
approved  by  the  President  and  Trustees.  He  shall  re- 
ceive compensation  for  his  services,  the  amount  to  be 
fixed  for  the  ensuing  year  at  the  regular  meeting  in 
September. 

Section  5.  It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
receive  all  funds  of  the  Chamber  and  disburse  the  same 
only  on  orders  drawn  by  the  Secretary  and  duly  attested 
by  the  President.  He  shall  submit  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, or  whenever  requested  by  the  President,  or  Cham- 
ber, a  full  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  Chamber  and  report  the  balance  in  his  hands. 
He  shall  give  security  to  the  amount  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  President  and  Trustees, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  6.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  governing  body 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  shall  act  in  accord- 
ance with  their  duties  as  hereinafter  stated. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Chamber  shall  be  held  the 
last  Monday  of  September  of  each  year,  and  the  regular 
meetings  are  to  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  of  each 
month,  July  and  August  excepted.  The  fiscal  year  shall 
be  from  June  I  to  May  31. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Section  i.  The  government  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  twenty-four  Trus- 
tees, which  shall  have  control  of  its  property  and  the 
direction  of  its  affairs. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  selected 
annually  as  hereinafter  provided.  Their  duties  shall 
begin  on  the  day  following  their  election,  when  they 
shall  meet,  qualify  and  appoint  a  Secretary  and  such 
employees  as  they  deem  necessary.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  select  from  its  own  membership  the  President, 
three  Vice  Presidents  and  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  an- 
nually fix  the  salary  of  the  Secretary. 

Section  3.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board,  and  shall  submit  at  each 
annual  meeting  a  full  report  of  the  condition  and 
finances  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  together  with  a 
full  review  of  its  work  for  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

ELECTION. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, which  shall  be  held  the  last  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  prior  to  the  annual  election,  nomina- 
tions for  trustees  shall  be  made.  Any  member  who  may 
be  placed  in  nomination  by  a  member  in  good  standing, 
and  seconded,  shall  be  declared  a  nominee  for  Trustee 
and  his  name  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  where  it  shall  remain  until  the 
annual  election  in  September.  Twenty-four  Trustees 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  on  September  25, 
191 1,  eight  to  serve  for  one  year,  eight  for  two  years, 
and  eight  for  three  years.  At  each  annual  meeting 
thereafter  eight  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  serve  three 
years  each.  No  Trustee  shall  serve  two  successive 
terms ;  this  clause  is  understood  as  not  effective  until 
the  annual  election  in  1914. 

Section  3.  The  polls  shall  be  open  from  7  p.  m.  to  9 
p.  m.  on  the  last  Monday  of  September,  at  such  place  as 
may  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  last 
meeting  prior  to  the  annual  election.  All  voting  shall 
be  by  ballot.  No  proxies  shall  be  allowed.  The  num- 
ber of  candidates  to  be  elected  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected.  Mem- 
bers shall  be  limited  to  one  vote  on  each  ballot  for  any 
one  candidate  at  any  election,  and  the  member's  name 
must  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  as  his  vote  is  cast. 
The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  mem- 
bers, who  are  not  officers  or  Trustees  of  the  Chamber 


of  Commerce,  or  candidates  for  any  office,  to  act  as 
judges  of  election,  who  shall  count  the  ballots  and  an- 
nounce the  results  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
polls. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
chances  in  constitution. 
Any  alteration  or  amendment  in  these  Articles  shall 
be  proposed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Chamber  and 
shall  be  acted  on  at  a  subsequent  regular  meeting  and 
shall  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
committees. 

The  standing  committees  of  the  Chamber  shall  be  as 
follows:  Committee  on  Mines  and  Alining,  Committee 
on  Manufacturing  and  Xew  Industries,  Committee  on 
National,  State  and  County  Affairs,  Committee  on  Tax- 
ation and  Insurance,  Committee  on  Municipal  Improve- 
ments, Committee  on  Municipal  Government,  Commit- 
tee on  Factory  Sites,  Committee  on  Transportation, 
Committee  on  Finance,  Committee  on  Streets  and  High- 
ways, Committee  on  Public  Health,  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership, Committee  on  Publication,  Committee  on  Con- 
ventions, Committee  on  Education  and  Social  Welfare, 
Committee  on  Arbitration,  Committee  on  Art  and  Pub- 
lic Memorials. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
duties  of  committees. 
Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee  on  Alines  and  Mining  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  conditions  affecting  the  mining  of  anthracite 
coal,  whether  such  conditions  relate  to  legislation  or 
otherwise.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  assist  in  maintaining  harmonious  relations  between 
the  operating  companies  and  this  community  in  this,  the 
basic  industry  of  the  Wyoming  Valley,  to  the  end  that 
the  business  prosperity  of  the  community  may  be  con- 
served. 

Committee  on  Manufacturing  and  Xew  Industries. — 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactur- 
ing and  Xew  Industries  to  collect  and  disseminate  such 
information  of  the  commercial,  mercantile  and  manu- 
facturing interests  and  advantages  of  the  city,  both 
present  and  prospective,  as  shall  encourage  the  location 
of  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  city  or  vicinity; 
to  be  alert  and  zealous  in  encouraging  in  this  Chamber 
and  among  the  business  men  of  Wilkes-Barre  such  a 
broad  and  liberal  commercial  spirit  as  will  best  advance 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  city. 

Committee  on  National,  State  and  County  Affairs. — 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  National, 
State  and  County  Affairs  to  consider  and  report  to  the 
Chamber  its  findings  upon  such  matters  as  may  be  re- 
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ferred  to  it  or  taken  up  by  it  upon  its  own  initiative, 
relating  to  National,  State  or  county  affairs,  legislative 
or  otherwise. 

Committee  on  Taxation  and  Insurance. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  Insurance 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Chamber  such  local  legisla- 
tion as  shall  be  of  benefit,  or,  on  the  contrary,  shall 
tend  to  the  injury  of  the  interests  of  the  city,  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  matters  pertaining  to  taxation,  either 
direct  or  indirect,  to  the  end  that  the  influence  of  this 
Chamber  may  be  exerted  for  the  general  good  of  the 
city  and  the  material  welfare  of  its  people. 

Committee  on  Municipal  Improvements. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Improvements 
to  pass  upon  the  advisability  or  feasibility  of  municipal 
improvements  proposed  by  the  city  government  or  ad-, 
ministration,  and  to  encourage  and  stimulate  public  in- 
terest in  favor  of  such  improvements  when  approved, 
whether  originated  by  the  city  government,  this  Cham- 
ber, or  some  other  agency  interested  in  the  development 
of  the  city. 

Committee  on  Municipal  Government. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government  to 
pass  upon  all  measures  referred  to  it  or  taken  up  by  its 
own  initiative  relative  to  securing  and  maintaining 
efficient  and  economical  methods  in  the  government  of 
this  city,  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Chamber. 

Committee  on  Factory  Sites. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Factory  Sites  to  ascertain  the  location 
of  available  factory  sites,  together  with  information 
concerning  their  location,  price,  terms  of  sale,  owners, 
railroad  connections,  etc.,  and  keep  this  information  on 
file  for  the  use  of  such  persons  or  firms  or  corporations 
as  may  be  desirous  of  locating  in  the  city  or  its  imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Committee  on  Transportation. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Transportation  to  look  after  the  in- 
terests of  the  citizens  of  the  community  as  regards 
freight  shipping  and  receiving  facilities,  passenger  ac- 
commodations and  freight  and  passenger  rates,  to  the 
end  that  the  city  may  not  be  discriminated  against  in 
these  matters  and  that  it  may  maintain  and  improve  its 
position  as  a  manufacturing  and  distributing  center. 

Committee  on  Finance. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  to  audit  all  accounts  against  the 
Chamber  and  approve  the  same  for  payment,  also  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and 
report  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Committee  on  Streets  and  Highways. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Highways  to 
advise  the  Chamber  from  time  to  time  of  the  improve- 


ments made  on  pavements  and  to  recommend  such 
action  as  it  may  deem  best  for  the  further  improvement 
of  streets  and  thoroughfares. 

Committee  on  Public  Health. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  Health  to  co-operate  with  the 
city  government  and  other  bodies  in  an  effort  to  bring 
the  city  to  the  highest  possible  point  of  development 
along  lines  of  public  health  and  sanitation. 

Committee  on  Membership. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Membership  to  be  constantly  on  the 
lookout  for  new  members,  to  recommend  to  the  Cham- 
ber the  names  of  such  men  as  may  be  worthy  and  de- 
sirous of  election,  to  make  new  members  welcome  after 
election  and  advise  with  the  Secretary  and  President  as 
tn  the  assignment  of  duties  for  such  newly  elected  mem- 
bers. 

Committee  on  Publication. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Publication  to  recommend  means  of 
advertising  the  city  through  the  distribution  of  printed 
matter  and  to  direct  such  publications  when  authorized. 

Committee  on  Conventions. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Conventions  to  co-operate  with  local 
organizations  in  securing  conventions  to-  be  held  in 
Wilkes-Barre  and  to  assist  as  far  as  the  means  of  the 
Chamber  will  permit  in  the  entertainment  of  such  con- 
ventions. 

Committee  on  Education  and  Social  Welfare. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Social 
Welfare  to  co-operate  with  the  School  Board  and  all  in 
authority  in  educational  matters  to  provide  a  wise  and 
thorough  system  of  education  for  the  youth  of  the  city, 
modern,  sanitary  and  beautiful  school  buildings,  and  the 
best  quality  of  instruction.  Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  ways  and  means  for  the  pro- 
motion of  wholesome  entertainment  and  pleasure  for 
the  people  and  to  co-operate  with  the  city  officials  for 
the  vigilant  safeguarding  of  the  city  and  community 
against  all  conditions  which  offend  public  decency,  cor- 
rupt public  morals  and  are  against  the  law. 

Committee  on  Arbitration. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  on  Arbitration  to,  at  the  request  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber,  use  its  best  efforts  to  bring  about 
a  satisfactory  settlement  of  any  dispute  which  may  have 
arisen  between  such  members,  so  as  to  avoid  recourse  to 
litigation  over  the  matter  in  dispute. 

Committee  on  Art  and  Public  Memorials. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Art  and  Public  Memorials 
to  cultivate  a  sentiment  in  support  of  a  combination  of 
beauty  with  utility  in  making  public  improvements  and 
to  assist  in  securing  the  location  in  public  parks  and 
buildings  of  commemorative  statuary  and  other  works 
of  art. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  coming  within  the  meaning  of  Article  I, 
of  the  Constitution,  desiring  to  become  a  member,  may 
be  proposed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Chamber,  and 
upon  recommendation  of  the  membership  committee 
shall  be  voted  for ;  and  if  he  receives  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  he  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected.  A  member  shall  represent  but  one  firm.  One 
active  membership  shall  not  give  more  than  one  person 
membership.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  membership, 
active  and  supporting,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

The  active  members  of  this  Chamber  shall  pay  annual 
dues  of  $10,  payable,  semi-annually  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  III. 

SUPPORTING  MEMBERS. 

Any  individual  or  corporation  contributing  annually 
to  the  support  of  the  Chamber  any  sum  over  and  above 
the'amount  of  the  regular  dues,  may  be  admitted  to  sup- 
porting membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
an  active  member.  For  every  $10  paid  for  such  sup- 
porting membership,  in  addition  to  the  regular  dues, 
such  supporting  member  will  be  entitled  to  an  addi- 
tional active  membership,  with  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  such,  and  the  names  of  the  holders  of  such  active 
memberships  shall  be  recorded,  upon  approval'  by  the 
Membership  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

Section  i.  An  applicant  for  membership  shall  ac- 
company his  application  with  a  payment  of  $5  to  cover 
the  clues  of  the  current  six-months  period  of  the  fiscal 
year.  If  dues  of  members  remain  unpaid  for  a  period 
of  two  months  after  the  same  have  become  due  and  pay- 
able, the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  member  in  writing, 
and  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay  the  sum  within  thirty  days 
after  the  date  of  such  notice,  the  name  of  such  member 
may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Trustees,  be  presented  at  the 
next  regular  meeting,  and  upon  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  be  stricken  from  the  rolls. 

Section  2-.  Any  member  desiring  to  withdraw  from 
this  Chamber  shall  present  a  written  request  to  the  Sec- 
retary and  pay  all  arrears,  and  if  approved  by  the  Board 
at  the  next  stated  meeting,  his  membership  shall  termi- 
nate. 
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ARTICLE  V. 
representation. 

Section  i.  Every  firm  upon  becoming  a  member  of 
this  Association,  shall  record  with  the  Secretary  the 
name  of  the  individual  who  is  to  represent  the  firm  and 
in  case  of  a  change  in  said  firm  he  shall  report  such 
change  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Chamber  at  the  next  stated  meeting. 

Section  2.  Any  member  of  this  Chamber  may  be  rep- 
resented in  the  Chamber  by  any  other  member  of  his 
firm,  duly  delegated  by  the  written  certificate  of  said 
member.  Any  non-resident  firm  may  be  represented  by 
a  resident  representative  of  said  firm,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Chamber. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SUSPENSIONS  AND  EXPULSIONS. 

A  resolution  for  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  mem- 
ber shall  in  all  cases  set  forth  the  reason  therefore,  and 
shall  be  offered  only  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Cham- 
ber, and  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee, who  shall  investigate  and  report  thereon  at  the  next 
stated  meeting,  when  a  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and 
a  two-thirds  majority  shall  be  necessary  to  suspend  or 
expel  the  said  member;  provided,  always,  the  member 
charged  with  any  offense  shall  be  duly  notified  and 
served  with  a  copy  of  the  charge  preferred  against  him, 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee for  the  hearing  of  the  case. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
REJECTION  of  applicants. 

Xo  applicant  for  membership,  having  been  once  re- 
jected, shall  be  again  proposed  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  such  rejection. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  or 
in  his  absence,  by  either  of  the  Vice  Presidents,_  on  the 
written  request  of  eight  members,  the  objects  of  which 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  notice  issued  by  the  Secretary, 
and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

QUORUM. 

Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ALTERATIONS  TO  BY-LAWS. 

All  alterations,  additions  or  amendments  to  these  By- 
Laws  shall  be  presented  in  writing  at  a  regular  meeting 
to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  regular  meeting  subsequent 
thereto,  and  on  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  mem- 
bers present  shall  be  adopted. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

MOTIONS  TO  BE  IN  WRITING. 

All  motions  or  resolutions  offered  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  requested.
